CHAPTER 305.

AN ACT to create 319.155 of the statutes, relating to wards or guardians removing from
the county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows :

319.155 of the statutes is created to read:

319.155 GUARDIAN OR WARD REMOVING FROM COUNTY. When a guardian removes from
the county where appointed to another county within the state, or a ward removes from
the county in which he has resided to another county within the state, the county court
in which the ward resides may appoint a new guardian in the manner provided by law
for the appointment of a guardian. Upon verified petition of the new guardian, ac-
companied by a certified copy of his appointment and bond if the appointment is in
another county, and upon the notice prescribed by section 324.18 to the originally ap-
pointed guardian (unless he is the same person), and to such other persons as the court
shall order, the court of original appointment may order the guardianship accounts
settled and the property delivered to the new guardian.
